RESIDENT EISENHOWER told his press conference this week that 

“there is a lot of misunderstanding about foreign aid.’’ “Last week his 

advisory committee on the Mutual Security Program, headed by Ben- 
jamin Fairless, reported ‘‘there is confusion on the part, of our citizenry 
concerning our foreign economic and military programs’’ and the Inter- 
national Development Advisory Board, of which Eric Johnston is chairman, 
said “today there is considerable doubt and confusion at home and abroad 
about United States foreign assistance.’’ 


This misunderstanding, doubt and con- 
fusion can be laid to the fact that in Con- 
gress and the press there has been more 
criticism than advocacy of the multi-bil- 
lion-dollar programs which have demon- 
strably increased the military strength of 
our allies against threatened Communist 
aggression and built. up the économies of 
the underdeveloped free and neutral na- 
tions which offered—and still offer—a fer- 
tile field for Communist subversion. 


_. Most of the congressional critics of these 


ms, which began 10 years ago with 
former President Harry S. Truman’s 
emergency aid that saved Greece and Tur- 
key from Communist invasion, have been 
in overlapping groups of tax reduction- 


» ists, igolationists, old and new high tariff 
. sectionalists and timid politicians. These 
» critics are now the most vocal in demand- 
. ing that the President’s recommendations 


for an appropriation of $4,400,000,000 for 
mutual security next fiscal year be cut by 


* at least a billion dollars. 


The advocates for comtinuing—and en- 
larging—the present program have been 
those who have seriously studied what has 
been accomplished during the past decade 
and what appears necessary to counter the 
new Kremlin strategy of political and eco- 
nomic penetration of underdeveloped 
countries, particularly in the Middle East 
and Asia. 


One reason why criticism Has out- 
weighed public support.of the current rec- 
ommendation is the lack of effective ad- 
ministration spokesmen for the program. 
At his press conference, Mr. Eisenhower 
did not appear to Be informed about the 
recommendations in the Fairless and John- 
ston reports, although both were compara- 
tively brief. Also, in his messages this 
week to President Cela Bayar of Turkey 
anid King Paul of Greece to mark the 
tenth anniversary of the American aid 
which was rushed through a Republican 
Congress as the “Truman Doctrine” he did 
not mention the former President's name. 


Plans No Great Changes. 

At his press conference, Mr. Eisenhower 
was asked by the Post-Dispatch whether 
his staff studies of the two advisory re- 
ports had progressed far enough for him 


ee to say whether he would have additional 


recommendations on foreign aid. The 
question was prompted by a statement in 
his budget message that after he had re- 
ceived the Fairless report and had consid- 
ered the studies by the Senate Foreign 
Relations and the House Foreign Affairs 
Committees, he would send Congress a 
special. message on: the mutual security 
program. 

When some of the Fairless and Johnston 
recommendations were summarized by the 
inquiring reporter, Mr. Eisenhower re- 
plied: 

“As of this moment, I have no plans for 
making any great changes in the program 
I have already submitted to this particular 
Congress.” 

After observing there was a “lot of mis- 
understanding about foreign aid,” he 
added: 

“I believe it is ome of the cheapest 
ways we have of insuring thefposition in 
the world we want to maintain.” 

He also said he approved the Fairless 
report that loans were better than grants, 
although in some instances loans would 
not do the job, and that he had always 
asked for a longer program and for greater

It is to confront realistically

They cannot possibly be exiected to re- 
solve those differences in /four days. 
The division, particularly ovef the Middle 
East, is too deep for that. But they will 
have achieved a great deal if they can 
prepare the way for later negotiation 
looking to eventual agreement. 

The danger is that the cracks in the 
alliance will be papered over with the 
familiar gestures of good will, giving 
the impression that all is well. Then, 
when new trouble breaks out, neither 
Washington nor London will be pre- 
pared for it and public opinion in the 
two countries will be shocked to find 
that the all-is-well atmosphere gener- 
ated in Bermuda was false: 

An unhappy precedent for just that can 
be cited. In Decem- 
ber, 1953, Prime 
Minister Winston 
Churchill of Britain 
and Premier Joseph 
Laniel of France met 
with President Eisen- 
hower in Bermuda 
for a Big Three con- 
ference. The peril 
point in the world 
was then Indochina. 
The heads of state 
failed to challenge 
the bland assurances 
of the then French 
foreign minister, 
Georges Bidault, that 
things were going 
well in France’s war 
against the Viet Minh 
and that with @ little 
more time and a few 
more millions of 
American dollars, the

Nasser Chief Obstacle. 


When heads of state come together 
there is always a tendency to spread sun- 
shine.

Even in Gov- 
ernment, there is a 
hangover of the bit- 
ter feeling generated 
in Novembér when 
the United States 
voted with Soviet 
Russia in the United 
Nations to censure 
Britain, France and 
Israel.

The most hopeful portent for the forth- 
coming conference is the fact that Mac- 
millan is at last starting to carry through 
a full-seale revision of Britain's position 
in the world. 


Long overdue, this has been delayed by 
those in positions of power who clung to 
the glorious past under the illusion that 
Britannia could still rule the waves and at 
the same time make atom and hydrogen 
bombs, keep 80,000 troops in Germany 
and in every department maintain the ap- 
purtenances of a big power. The fiasco 
of the attack on Egypt shattered that, il- 
lusion. It swept into the dustbin of his- 
tory the vestiges of the old order of an 
empire on which the sun never set. 


The process of disillusionment may 
have gone too far, since in the aftermath 
of Suez long lines are forming at day- 
break outside the Canadian and Austral- 
ian consulates. Britishers want to emi- 
grate and start a new life. More often 
than not these are young people trained 
in the sciences and professions and 
needed at home. 

But Macmillan has brought younger 
men into his government bent on “re- 
shaping the future within the scope of 
current British capacities. This means 
using scientific, technical and adminis- 
trative skills to develop atomic power as a 
replacement for coal. It means serving 
as a bridge between a united Europe and 
the British Commonwealth. It means 
helping former colonial territories to in- 
dependence, such as,has been done in the 
new state of Ghana. It means scaling 
down the structure of social security 
benefits paid by Government and stép- 
ping up the rate of industrial production. 


Conservatives Losing Support. 


This is a painful process that runs 
counter to the fondest dreams of both 
Laborites and Tories. Perhaps jt is too 
great an adjustment to ask any nation to 
make in a short time. But the Prime 
Minister deserves “A” for effort in trying 
to move Britain into a new age. 


He is doing this despite the fact gen- 
erally acknowledged that if an election 
were to be held tomorrow his Govern- 
ment would be swept out of office. In 
one by-election after anotner, the per- 
centage of the Conservative vote has 
fallen away sharply. But only a large- 
scale defection among Conservative mem- 
bers of Parliament could bring the Gov- 
ernment down and no one expects this to 
happen.

Mission for Richards 

What will the Richards mission come home 
with—a shopping list, or an economic develop- 
ment plan? 

Former Congressman James P. Richards and 
his colleagues, who are touring the Middle East 
to develop recommendations for application of 
the Eisenhower Doctrine, have a great respon- 
sibility upon their shoulders, 

If they come home with only a shopping list— 
some tanks in exchange for a base here, some 
machine guns for an anti-Communist law there 
—they may very well doom the President's ini- 
tiative to ineffectiveness from the start. If they 
recommend a broad and imaginative program 
for lifting the Middle East out of poverty and 
instability, they could make possible one of the 
great strokes of American statecraft. 

As no measure of«American postwar policy 
has been more successful than the Marshall 
Plan, it should be worth the Richards mission's 
time to reflect on the essentials of that great 
idea, which saved Europe from Communism in 
circumstances very similar to those now con- 
fronting the Middle East. 
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The Marshall Plan had two basic characteris- 
tics. It was primarily economic, and it was 
heavily international in execution. The recipi- 
ents of our aid organized themselves into a mul- 
tinational organization which shared in the allo- 
cation of funds and set up other forms of 
co-operation. In other words, it was not a case 
of a kindly uncle doling out charity to a dozen 
humble wards, but of a dozen sovereign nations 
banding together in a regional mutual-aid organ- 
ization underwritten by the United States. 

The benefits of this form of organization were 
incalculable. They could be so in the Middle 
‘East. Instead of widening national rivalries, our 
aid could be mrade to narrow them. Instead of 
favoring this or that particular nation, our aid 
would offer inducements for them all to join in 
the common endeavor of regional development. 
Instead of arousing suspicions of “Yankee im- 
perialism,” our aid would be demonstrably dis- 
interested. Instead of fattening selected sheiks 
and feudal cliques, it would benefit all the peo- 
ple of all the region. 

The case for internationalizing aid to the Mid- 
dle East is so strong that the Richards mission 
surely should consider the idea of a United Na- 
tions Middle East Development Authority. In 
addition to aid from the United States and other 
nations, such an Authority might well derive 
revenue from oil and pipelines in the region 
itself, thus combining outside aid with its own 
resources for the common good. 
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One fact about the Marshall Plan is widely 
overlooked today. In proposing it, the United 
States invited Soviet Russia to join in the re- 
habilitation of Western Europe’s economy. Rus- 
sia declined, of course. But by inviting her co- 
operation, we dramatically established our dis- 
interestedness, and forever undercut Soviet 
claims of “Yankee imperialism.” We could ac- 
complish the same ends in the Middle East by 
being prepared either to accept Soviet co-opera- 
tion or to go ahead without it. 

At his press conference last week, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower was asked whether he had con- 
sidered the use of international agencies for 
initiating Middle East development. He re- 
sponded enthusiastically that international agen- 
cies should be used wherever possible. Un- 
fortunately, however, the forces behind unila- 
teral action are frequently the stronger. Four 
years ago an inspiring speech of Mr. Elsen- 
hower’s touched off negotiations to set up the 
Special United Nations Fund for Economic De- 
velopment, but last month our Government an- 
nounced that it had decided not to contribute 
to SUNFED. " 

If Middle East aid is to be organized interna- 
tionally—if, in other words, it is to have the 
best possible chance for success—somebody will 
have to push for it. The Richards mission could 
perform a great service if it would accept the 
responsibility. 


A Love of a Man 

Some folks still have the notion that the 
ruddily eminent Mr. Khrushchev is a bit on the 
crude side, in fact, a bit of a vulgarian wh 
should count his sips of vodka and does not. 
This is understandable, but also misleading. 

The man is a smoothie, a soft-talker, a lady's 
man who knows how to make a hit without the 
artificial aid of flowers, candies, pearls or dia- 
monds. (Never mind the mink.) He has just 
berated the men of Russia for holding down 
soft, white-collar jobs while Russian women 
labor in the fields. 

What a darling! What a sweetheart! He has 
the women’s vote in his back pocket—even 
though in Russia he really does not need it. 
Or are things changing so much that he feels 
some day it may come in handy? 
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The ‘Conscience’ Cases 

One of the most important civil liberties cases 
to come before the Supreme Court was argued 
recently. The decision, expected some time 
before the summer recess, should define the 
Court’s attitude toward this question: “Can a 
congressional investigating committee compel, 
under penalty of contempt, a witness to name 
past associates in Communist or other subver- 
sive activity?” 

Like Playwright Arthur Miller and some 
other witnesses, John T. Watkins, the defend- 
ant in this case, testified freely before the 
House Un-American Activities Committee about 
his own association with the Communist move- 
ment from 1942 to 1947. He also testified about 
persons whom he believed to be still in the 
movement. But he balked at naming those who 
were in it with him and had since broken away, 
as he did. His conscience would not let him 
“squeal” on persons whom he believed to be 
loyal citizens now and who would be injured by 
testimony relating to a dead past. 

Here is a position that strongly appeals to a 
sense of fairness and decency. There is some- 
thing repugnant about the spectacle 
mittee bringing all the majestic we 
gressional power to bear on one individual for 
the purpose of compelling him to put\the finger 
on former associates. It is a little too much 
like a police third degree. 

But the question is whether constitutional pro- 
tections extend far enough to sustain the indi- 
vidual in his protest. The Fifth Amendment 
protects him only against self-incrimination, not. 


Many citizens will feel that there is a differ- 
ence between awduly constituted court's requir- 
ing such testimony and a congressional commit- 
tee’s doing so. The court is pursuing the ends 
of justice, but the committee is often

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Giving Away the State’s Money 

If Gov. Blair needed a further argument to 
convince him that he should veto the idle funds 
bill, passed by the Legislature and backed by 
the Missouri Bankers Association, he has re- 
ceived it—in the form of an object lesson—from 
State Treasurer M. E. Morris. 

The way the Treasurer is handling money not 
needed for immediate obligation amounts, in ef- 
fect, to giving away what belongs to the people. 
And without that veto by the Governor, this 


give-away pattern almost surely would become — 


standard operating procedure. It would violate 
the spirit, if not the exact letter, of a constitu- 
tional amendment adopted to end these big 
gratuities to bankers, especially bankers favored 
by politicians. 

Mr. Morris has put $42,000,000 in demand de- 
posits, which pay no interest. Some money must 
be on hand to meet payrolls and the like; how 
much is a matter of administrative discretion. 
But Mr. Morris also put $50,000,000 in 30-day 
time deposits which, under federal banking laws, 
draw only 1 per cent interest—the rate which 
would become the ceiling under the bill now on 
the Governor’s desk. Yet this money in 60-day 
or 90-day deposits would yield as much as 3 
per cent. 

Mr. Morris invested only $18,000,000 in short- 
term federal treasury bills which yield from 
2% to 3.2 per cent. Thus less than 18 ‘per cent 
of the state’s total funds today are earning more 
than 1 per cent interest, and it can safely be 


» presumed that if Gov. Blair allows the pending 


bill to become law, this will be the rule from 
now on, That is not what the people voted for. 
The idle funds amendment was adopted because 
the voters want the state to get as much, not as 
little, interest as possible. 

The pending bill would water down this con- 
stitutional mandate. The Governor can prevent 
such a flouting of the will of the people by a 
firm veto. 


If the Administration Fights 

Statehood for Alaska now stands as a test of 
the vigor with which the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion means to push it through Congress. The 
Administration has declared itself for statehood, 
speaking through the persons of Secretary of 
Interior Seaton and Gen. Twining, chief of staff 
of the Air Force and acting chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs. Proponents of statehood have 
agreed with the Administration on terms of ad- 
mission, which have been incorporated into a 
bill by Delegate Bartlett. 

With all these conditions so favorable, could 
the proposal still fail? Indeed it could, for its 
course remains uphill,and it is likely to achieve 
its goal only if President Eisenhower and his 
leaders in Congress are sufficiently committed 
to it to make an all-out effort in its behalf. By 
means of such efforts they attained enactment 
of the St. Lawrence seaway bill, which had hung 
fire through several Administrations, and de- 
feated the Hell’s Canyon public power bill. 

Is not the Alaska statehood bill as important 
to the Administration as the seaway, as im-. 
portant as the issue of public vs. private develop- 
ment of the power potential at Hell’s Canyon? 
And is not the Administration in honor bound 
to work as hard for its passage as it has labored 
in behalf of any legislation to come before Con- 
gress in these five years? 
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Superiority We Do Not Prove 

It is unfortunate that the grave issue of 
atomic power has to be argued in the unrealistic 
terms which have become the official line of 
Chairman Strauss in the Atomic Energy Com- | 
mission. These terms were echoed by AEC 
Commissioner Vance in bis dispute with the 
chairman of the Joint Congressional Atomic 
Energy Committee, Representative Carl T. Dur- 
ham of North Carolina. 

Representative Durham was urging that the 
Federal Government spend more money to get 
more and bigger atomic power plants built 
swiftly. Commissioner Vance countered by de- 
claring that the United States is “definitely 
ahead of the rest of the world in the techno- 
logical development of atomic power.” 

Mr. Durham was talking about demonstrable 
facts—specifically, atomic power plants. Com- 
missioner Vance was talking about undemon- 
strable opinions—specifically, his opinion that 
the United States could build better atomic 
power plants than Russia or England if it were 
building them, which it isn’t. 

The opinion of someone else equally as well- 
qualified to speak may be exactly the opposite 
of Commissioner Vance’s. Many qualified au- 
thorities indeed do hold the opposite opinion, 
including AEC Commissioner Murray and sev- 
eral distinguished members of the Joint Com- 
mittee: Senator Anderson of New Mexico, Sena- 
tor Gore of Tennessee, Representative Holifield 
of California and Representative Price of East 
St. Louis. 

Whatever the comparable merit of our tech- 
nology relative to that of the Soviets and the 
British, it is languishing now in a static state, 
while theirs is flourishing in an active one. They 
are learning things they never expected to learn, 
by building life-size atomic power plants and 
operating them. 

There is an unearned increment of learning that 
comes of boldly putting one’s knowledge into 
practice, as we in this country are largely fail- 
ing to do, and that is the nut of the controversy.

Its oak shared the immunity from base 
associations that other noble materials 
—gold and the unicorn’s horn—have. 
In hisnovel “The Croppy,” John Banim 
speaks of a room in a mansion “solidly 
wainscoted with Shillelagh oak ayainst 
which the venomous spider of England 
durst not affix his web.” 

The forest came to an ignominious 
end when its trees were sold to London 
dealers for pipe-staves. The new pro- 

etors of forfeited estates were out 
or quick returns, and stands of tim- 
bers were easily exploited.

always maintained. 

Supports Egypt. 

At the conferences in Lon- 
don over the canal seizure the 
Soviet delegate supported 
Egypt's right to take it over 
and did his best to line up the 
support of Asian nations. 

While the British and French 
were increasing their forces on 
Cyprus, the Soviet propagan-

hardly knows it exists, Sydney Smith

1820. “In the four quarters of the globe, 


* who reads an American book?” he asked, 


the question rankling with culturally 
sensitive Americans for the rest of the 
century. Today, of course, the situation 
is quite different. 


Just how different, at least in Britain, 
was indicated in 1954 by a 100-page sec- 
tion on “American Writing Today” that 
appeared in the London “Times Liter- 
ary Supplement,” and by the editorial 
comment accompanying it: “It is now 
generally recognized that nowhere in 
the modern world is there a more re- 
warding literature than that which 


. America has to offer.” 


The editor of the present volume re- 
gards this recognition of our literature, 
fulfilling as it does the hope and proph- 
ecy of Emerson, Melville, and Whit- 
man, as an important milestone in our 
literary history, and accordingly has 
sought to make the material more wide- 
ly and permanently available in book 
form. 


I, FOR ONE, am giad to see these 
articles preserved in this way, not so 
much because they vindicate our proph- 
ets as because they are extremely in- 
teresting, If we are no longer so mor- 
bidly sensitive and self-conscious in our 
regard for foreign opinion as Ameri- 
cans were one hundred years ago, nel- 
ther in our position of cultural indepen- 
dence are we indifferent to how we 
strike others.

Cooper lives 
for “The Last of the Mohicans,” Poe for 
his detective stories, Hawthorne for the 
major romances (apparently there is no 
Hawthorne cult in England), and Mel- 
ville for “Moby Dick” (“more secure 
with time thah even ‘Leaves of Grass’”). 
The writer “who, perhaps, of them all 
is the only one who in the twentieth 
century and even outside America can 
be certain of finding his way for more 
than one book into any list of living 
literature” is Mark Twain. 


SUCH AN OPINION is probably 
no sounder for being British. Neverthe- 
less, it interests us simply because it is 
from outside. So does an article en- 
titled “A search for the conscience of a 
people,” in which the writer finds many 


‘of our novelists, from Cooper.to Faulk- 


ner, concerned at bottom with one 
theme: What it means to be an Ameri- 
ean. 


From such a point of view contact is 
made between the writings of two such 
different figures as Henry James and 
Mark Twain. The work of these men, 
as well as that of Frank Norris, Jack 
London, Hemingway, Fitzgerald, and 
such social critics as Lewis, Dos Passos, 
and Farrell, touches in one way or 
another “the sense of space, the sense 
of territory ahead, the sense of infinite 
possibility, whether material or spirit- 
ual” that is part of the American dream. 
Admittedly a large and unsupported 
generalization, such a statement is none- 
theless fresh and provocative. 


THE BOOK CONTAINS more 
than broad critical judgments; it con- 
tains also an astonishing amount of in- 
formation about the literature and the 
literary life in contemporary America. 
The 40 articles treat, among other top- 
ics, the following: the types of literature 
(poetry, drama, novel, short story), in- 
tellectual opinion (philosophical, reli- 
gious, historical), common themes (hor- 
ror and violence as well as innocence), 
the status and life of the writer in Amer- 
ica, the teaching of literature in the 
American college and university, the

Moreover it is hardly necessary. 


The reader knows that Francis is re- 
volted by the “darker side of love” 
largely because of his father’s example, 
and is prepared to see him hold aloof 
from the normal pattern of male-be- 
havior. The extremity of his act, how- 
ever, is not prepared. To me it shows 
up as a flaw in an otherwise amusing 
and faintly cynical comedy. 

“The Seraglio” is hardly significant 
as a social commentary; its theme and 
characters are peripheral. But Mr. Mer- 
rill’s writting is always pliable, shapely 
in its phrasing, and frequently subtle.

ONE FEATURE OF THE BOOK 
is likely to annoy American readers. 
All but two of the articles are unsigned. 
The editor of the TLS, Mr. Alan Pryce- 
Jones, in a preface written especially 
for this book, tries earnestly to justify 
to American readers the traditional Brit- 
ish system of anonymous reviewing. I 
doubt that. he will convince most read- 
ers. Accustomed to signed reviews, 
mahy American readers will feel that 
in the day of slick journalism, of the 
news “release” and of stories from 
“usually informed sources,” we are in 
need not of more anonymity but less. 


The anonymous system is more than 
usually irritating in this book because 
some of the contributors are Americans. 
“The Times” used “mainly British 
writers” but occasionally found itself 
“turning for help to the United States.” 
How many of the forty articles, one 
wonders, were written by Americans, 
and which articles are they? 


Authorship of such factual essays as 
the account of the collegiate teaching of 
English or the story of recent tech- 
nological advances in book production 
is not very important. But with essays 
of judgment or opinion authorship is 
important.’ As it stands,.a given essay 
purports to give as British opinion what 
really may be the opinion of an Ameri- 
can. 


THE MISCHIEF i¢ compounded, 
of course, if the American author en- 
gages in special pleading. For example, 
without for a minute questioning the 
important role of southern writers in 
modern American literature, one won- 
ders whether any of them had a hand in 
writing this book, where they get per- 
haps disproportionately full recognition. 


The anonymity is a flaw. It does not, 
I think, vitiate the work. Whoever the 
authors, British or American, these ar- 
ticles constitute a fresh, lively, and stim- 
ulating account, in some ways the best 
we have, of American literature at mid- 
century.

characteristic of the present 
generation of wundergradu- 
ates, so far as I know them, 
is that there are relatively 
few new gods in their respec- 
tive pantheons.

IN THE DAYS _ when 
ships were made of wood it 
was necessary periodically to 
scrape the barnacles off the 
bottom, History also has a 
way of collecting barnacles— 
legends masquerading as 
truth, Mr. Thornton says he 
has been poking about in his- 
tory for quite a while trying 
to get behind those all-too- 
glib versions of what hap- 
pened to something nearer to 
the actual truth, and he has 
now performed the useful 
service of putting his find- 
ings jtogether in a volume. 

Some of the score and 
more legends he disposes of 
are truly hoary; like that of 
“the Boston Massacre” — the 
tale which Sam Adams cooked 
up in order to inflame feel- 
ing against the British.

Reporting the Sears store 
ready for opening, R. L. Say- 
age, general manager for Sears 
in St. Louis, said the new Sears 
Crestwood is a complete, major 
depertment store with 68,000 
square feet of shopping space 
in a total building area of 156,- 
000 square feet. The building 
is capable of being expanded 


s to 215,000 square feet by addi- 


tion later of a third floor. 
While the store already will be 
comparable to Sears’ St. Louis 
city stores on Grand and 
Kingshighway in selection of 
merchandise, it will be third in 
size until such time as the third 
floor is added. Stock rooms, 
receiving and shipping areas 
and the mechanical core already 
are of a size to take care of the 
elline floor space to be added 
at a third level. 


Currently the building has 
two main levels, with the front 
of the store opening onto a 
parking lot just off Highway 66 
within the arms of the “U” of 
buildings, and with the lower 
level opening on a parking lot 
at the rear, which may also be 
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ars, Roebuck & Co. store in Crestwood Plaza's northeast 


reached from the same Plaza 
entrance off Highway 66. 


A stoplight has been installed 
at the intersection of Highway 
66 and the west entrance to the 
Plaza across the highway from 
the Sixty-Six Park-in Theater) 
to improve the handling of traf- 
fic flow as the Plaza comes into 
service. This entrance to the 
Plaza just east of the intersec- 
tion of Highway 66 and Sap- 
pington is not yet opened. 
One at the easternmost end 
of the development nearer the 
Sears, Kroger, Woolworth and 
Walgreen stores, has been com- 
pleted first to give nearest ac- 
cess to the stores completed 
first. 

The parking area eventually 
is to have spaces for some 3000 
cars, for the Plaza occupies an 
area of 34 acres along the north 
side of Highway 66. Most of 
the area of the eastern half of 
the development will be ready 
for parking when the first stores 
open. 

A wide arcade to the south 
of the Sears building, at the 
north end of the _ east-wing 
building (which reaches from 
the corner down toward the 
highway) provides space for 
walking between upper and 


corner, 
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lower parking lots and makes 
it possible to enter any of the 
stores in the east wing without 
walking through or around all 
of them to get there. Moreover, 
the arcade provides the Sears 
store with a side entrance, and 
a snack bar has been eStab- 
lished there, convenient, but 
out of the main streams of store 
traffic, either inside or out. of 
the buildings. It was already 
in operation last week. An em- 
ployes-only cafeteria at the rear 
of the lower level of the build- 
ing has been in operation since 
early in February. On the up- 
per level, Sears has established 
to the right of the main en- 
trance (as one enters) the most 
of the soft good departments, 
women’s wear, etc., with men’s 
wear straightaway in front of 
the entrance. To the left of the 
main entrance, one is led to the 
home furnishings areas, Beyond 
on the same floor are employ- 
ment, administration and ac- 
counting offices; cashier's and 
credit records and service de- 
partments. Some stock area for 
bulky items of the household 
departments also is on this 
floor, off to the left behind the 
selling area.

bulky goods, such as appliances, 
hardware, home improvement 
materials and equipment, the

The lower level of the build- 
ing also provides, at the rear 
of the store, in a still separate 
area from the lower parking 
lot, a strip for parking of em- 
ployes cars and for the ma- 
neuvering of supply and deliv- 
ery trucks. An all-weather dock 
covers receiving and shipping 
doors, with wide work space 
for the establishment of a traf- 
fic pattern in movement of 
goods into the store, its storage 
areas and departments, with a 
continuous checking.

take away in their own vehicles 
more bulky goods, is placed on 
the lower level near the stock 
rooms, with access from the 
loading-receiving dock. This 
area has chairs and divans for 
customers’ use. 

Harmonizing with the Plaza’s 
contemporary styling in light 
tan brick construction, . the 
Sears store is accented by dec- 
orative touches of natural 
brown stone, and deep brown 
marble. A wide overhang, light- 
ed underneath at night, extends 
far out over the front sidewalk 
and runs unbroken for the en- 
tire length of the Plaza build- 
ings. 

The interior decorative scheme 
takes advantage of the expanses 
of glass window in front and 
back to enhance the open feel- 
ing and informality. Soft pastel 
shades of blue, green and beige 
have been used to effect a rest- 
ful atmosphere and the outdoor 
motif is developed through the 
use of many tones of natural 
wood in counters, merchandise 
fixtures and wall backgrounds. 

A’ modern note ts added 
through neutral metal hang- 
racks for fashion and clothing 
items, and deep-color mesh 
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Screens above various depart- 
ments holding their identifying 
names. Mannequins on high 
ledges over family fashion and 
clothing areas, also identify 
those areas. 


Spacious aisles and Indirectly 
lighted wall displays present 
featured merchandise. 

Carpeting distinguishes many 
of the fashion and home fur- 
nishings departments, blending 
with the muted tan of rubber- 
tile floors in main traffic areas 
and terrazzo flooring on the 
lower level. Waist-high divid- 
ers are a means of separating 
certain departments, built as 
planters with indirect lighting. 

Fluorescent lighting in ceil- 
ing fixtures with diffusion 
vanes and adjustable incandes- 
cent spotlights illuminate the 
store and special displays in 
the shopping areas. 

The store is air-conditioned, 
with year-round temperature 
and humidity controls. There 
are public restrooms on each 
shopping level, as there are fa- 
cilities for employes. 

Savage stated that the Sears 
store would employ 400 to 500 
persons at peak selling periods. 
They are. to be drawn largely 
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from the immediate area. J. A. 
Milne, formerly in Minneapolig 
as assistant manager of Sears 
50-store Northwest zone, has 
been brought here to manage 
the Crestwood store. 

The store provides meeting 
rooms for employes, in conjuné- 
tion with the employes’ cafe 
teria, 

The Kroger food market in 
the Plaza, which is the Kroger 
Co.'s newest and largest St, 
Louis area store, is scheduled 
for grand opening at 12:30 te 
morrow. The Sears store (and 
possibly others) also is expected 
to be open on a limited basis 
tomorrow, but Sears’s opening 
formalities have been set for 
9:30 a.m. Thursday, and not un- 
til that time will the big guns 
boom. 

R. A, Hughes, vice president 
of the St. Louis Division of the 
Kroger Co., describes the new 
Kroger Plaza store as “one of 
the largest and most modern 
Kroger stores in the entire 
country.” . 

The new food department 
store has been built at the east 
entrance .of the center.

The Sierra Building, first to 
be erected in S. G. Duke's 
north St. Louis county “Heart- 
land’, a neighborhood service- 
stores development at the inter- 
section of Chambers and Halls 
Ferry roads, has been com- 
pleted. The second phase of 
construction, which will include 
a National Food store, a junior 
department store, a drug store 
and a bowling alley, is about to 
begin. 

Old buildings on the site at 
the southeast corner of the in- 
tersection have been ‘cleared, 
some over-age trees bulldozed 
out, and excavation is expected 
to get under way quickly.

The Lafayette Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan Association of 
St. Louis, incorporated in Feb- 
ruary, 1873, recently celebrated 
its eighty-fourth birthday. The 
organization was formed by a 
group of residents of the Lafa- 
yette Park neighborhood to pro- 
mote home building in South 
St. Louis, 

Among the original incor- 
porators were: Thomas Allen, 
owner of the Southern Hotel 
and president of Missouri Pa 
cific Railroad; Charles Speck, 
Judge of County Court; Felix 
Coste, a founder of the German 
Savings Institution and presi- 
dent of the National Bank of 
Commerce, later merged into 
the Mercantile Commerce Bank 
and Trust Co; William H.

Prune Less—Feed More 

Raspberries seem to produce 
better yields if the gardener 
prunes less and feeds more. At 
the Western Washington Ex- 
periment Station, Puyaliup, 
Wash., it was found that rasp- 
berries that had been pruned to 
12 fruiting canes to a plant 
produced half a ton more fruit 
to the acre than plants pruned 
to nine canes. When nitrogen 
was added, berry production 
went up by a third of a ton to 
the acre.

Their habit is to take 


lying in the soil awaiting warm 
weather. 

If dry weather follows seed- 
ing, the soil should be kept 
moist until the grass is up a 
couple of inches. The early 
sprouting and seedling stage is 
a most critical time for the 
grass. Like young babies, the 
infant grass needs close “par- 
ental” care. Daily deep water- 
ing (not sprinkling) should be 
given without a break through 
dry spells until the grass is 
able to take care of itself. ) 

As hot weather approaches, 
set the cutting height of the 
mower so as to leave two and 
one-half to three inches of | 
grass height. This length of 
grass blade serves several pur- 
poses. It affords shade to the 
soil, thereby conserving soil 
moisture and shielding the sur- 
face from the direct rays of the | 
sun. It discourages crabgrass, | 
which dislikes shade. The long-. 
er growth gives strength to the 
grass plant itself. 

Beginners should know that 
not all lawn or grass seed is 
bluegrass or other fine-leaved 
grasses. Usually the mixtures | 
selling at a higher per-pound 
price contain higher percent- 
ages of longer-lived grasses, 
and these also are obtainable 
straight or unmixed. The “for- 
mula” or analysis information 
printed on the bag or box, re- 
quired by law, will inform the 
buyer as to the contents or 
makeup of the mixture. The 
per-pound price Is not the only | 
measure of value. The seed of | 
fine-leaved grasses are smaller 
and a pound of such Seed will 
comprise two or three times 
the number of seeds, compared | 
with the coarser-seeded grass- | 
es. This means that the seed 
of finer-leaved grasses will go 
two or three times as far as 
similar amounts of coarser seed.

Autumn or Spring Planting. 


Lilacs can be planted in 
either autumn or spring. Plant 
them a little deeper than they 
were. at the nursery, at least 
six feet apart, and give them 
a well-drained, fertile soil on 
the Alkaline side: they like 
lime. Don’t plant them afainst 
buildings, on dry banks, or in 
the shade of large trees with 
pt root systems they have 
tt te for nourishment; 
they li ull sun. As they 
take on size, prune them to 
shape and cut out dead or weak 


Don't let them get too tall 
or straggly or overthick; cut 
them back after they've 
bloomed (that’s the proper time 
to prune them) and don’t let 
the flowers go to seed. In 
cutting them back, reduce them

This Week for British Doctor}

LONDON March 16—He is 
man with a balding head, small, 
ppectacled eyes and a puckish 
pose. A sweet smile nestles in 
the somewhat fleshy jowls like 
a thin slice of peach in straw- 


berry ice cream. He is 58 years | 


old and unmarried. His name 
is Dr. John Bodkin Adams. _ , 
* He is accused of being a 
' gystematic murderer. 

The law of England about 
multiple murder has an unusual 
feature. Al aman may 
actually be charged with only a 
single murder, the prosecution 
may be allowed to introduce 
evidence of other murders said 
to have been committed by him, 
in order to preve “system”— 
that is, a series of murders all 
on the same pattern. 

But by choosing that line of 
attack, a prosecutor is taking a 
big chance. Once he has intro- 
duced the other cases, he is stuck 
with them. If he fails with one 
his whole case fails. It is all or 
nothing. 

Simple Defense. 

This is the problem that will 
eonfront Britain's attorney gen- 
eral, Sir Reginald Manningham- 
Buller, next week when he opens 
the case for the crown against 
Dr. Adams at London's Old 
Bailey. 

The defense will be a simple 
ene—no murders at all have 
been committed, therefore Dr. 
Adams cannot be a murderer. 

Dr. Adams himself, however, 
is anything but simple. 

Eastbourne, a south coast re- 
sort town tucked in beside the 
white cliffs of Beachy Head, is 
very respectable and very quiet. 
A high proportion of its inhab- 
itants are wealthy, elderly people 
who have gone there to end their 
days in graceful retirement. To 
succeed in Eastbourne, a doctor 
needs to be more than a good 
physician. He has to have a 
great bedside manner. 

Dr..Adams succeeded from 
the moment he arrived there in 
1922, and not merely because of 
his sweet smile and his Irish 
brogue. A busily religious man, 
he was soon taking an active 
part in local Salvation Army 
and welfare activities. Nor was 
his piety a spare time thing. He 
had the engaging habit of car- 
rying a bible and a selection of 
religious tracts along with his 
stethoscope and manometer and 
of offering spiritual comfort 
with his medical advice. 

Relations Cooled. 

Inevitably, he had critics. The 
Salvation Army discerned in 
their recruit an frritating tend- 
ency to regard himself as the 
Almighty’s personal representa- 
tive in Eastbourne. Relations 
cooled after a bit. However, 
as the doctor’s practice began 
to move rapidly up the social 
scale, his religious views were 
able to move with it. 

Yet, those who dismissed him 
as a sanctimonious humbug made 
no converts. Success did not spoil 
him. His older, poorer patients 
were never neglected, Until this 
unfortunate business cropped 
up, he even gave a weekly tea 
party for the lonely so that they 
could meet and gossip. And, of 
course, he helped them with 
prayer. 

If he had a vice—and what 
man hasn’t?—it was his passion 
for eating candies by the box- 
ful. Certainly, among his patients 
there was never any doubt of 
his goodness or of the sincerity 
of his beliefs, 

But Chief Detective - Superin- 
tendent Herbert Wheeler Han- 
nam of new Scotland Yard was 
not one of the doctors’ patients. 

Benefitted Under Wills. 

Just about a year ago, the 
chief constable of Eastbourne, 
Richard Walker, became aware 
of an undercurrent of rumof too 
serious and too persistent to be 
ignored. He was also receiving 
anonymous letters. Both the ru- 
mors and the letters made the 
same allegation—that there was 
a connection between the deaths 
of several of Dr. Adams's 
wealthier patients and the fact 
that the doctor had benefitted 
under their wills. 

Chief Constable Walker de- 
elded to call in Scotland Yard. 

Superintendent Hannam's 
personality is important, for it 


ig on his painstaking work that 
the prosecution case rests. 
At Scotland Yard he is known, 
with that bucolic humor to which 
the yard is addicted, as “the 
Count.” The name could 
refer to his clothes— he is 
ways discreetly

not the most popular man at 
the yard.

At Eastbourne he needed it. cati 


To Hannam’s relentless prob- 
ing the past and the 
suspicion that there might be a 
“mass murderer” around was 
soon added a nightmare visita- 
tion by the world’s press. The 
tea cups of Eastbourne no longer 
clinked politely in the after- 
noons. Now, they clattered. 

In August, the curtain went 
up. 
At a coroner’s inquest into the 
death of Mrs. Gertrude Joyce 
Hullett, a wealthy, 50-year-old 
widow, Dr. Adams appeared as 
a witness and testified that he 
had been treating her with gso- 
dium barbiturate. A government 
pathologist said that he had 
found a fatal dose of it in Mrs. 
Hullett’s body. The jury re- 
turned a verdict of suicide. De- 
pression and ill health follow- 
ing her husband's recent death 


were thought to have been the 


cause. 
Careless Treatment. 

The coroner commented that 
there had been “an extraordin- 
ary element of careless treat- 
ment” on Dr, Adams’s part. He 
also asked Hannam—significant- 
ly in court— if the yard was 
investigating “certain deaths in 
this neighborhood.” Hannam 
agreed that it was. 

The curtain of discretion fell 
again, but only briefly, In No- 
vember Dr. Adams was charged 
by the police with 13 offenses 
under the forgery and cremation 
acts. The alleged forgeries were 
mainly concerned with prescrip- 
tions for drugs. The four re- 
lating to cremation had a more 
sinister ring. 

In England, before a person 
can be cremated, the doctor who 
attended must certify that he 
has no financial interest in the 
death. It was alleged that, in 
four such cases, the doctor had 
certified falsely. One of the cases 
was that of Mrs. Hullett’s hus- 
band. Another was that of a 
wealthy 81-year-old widow, 
Edith Alice Morrell. 

Charged with Murder. 

Three weeks later, and while 
the doctor was. still on bail 
awaiting trial, he was re-arrest- 
ed and charged with the murder 
of Mrs. Morrell. 

After a preliminary hearing 
lasting 10 days, the flurried 
Eastbourne magistrates commit- 
ted him for trial. 

Dr. Adams’s attitude to these 
indignities has been characteris- 
tic—God is teaching him a new 
lesson. But where Hannam is 
concerned this forbearance 
seems to crack. At the magist- 
rates’ hearing, Hannam’s evi- 
dence met with his. angry, 
though silent, disapproval. 

Defending counsel is under 
no obligation to put the prison- 
er on the stand to testify, so it 
remains to be seen whether we 
are to hear Dr. Adams himself 
on the subject. The betting is 
that we aren't. 

Case Not Airtight. 

The prosecucdon’s main case 
is anything but cast fron. Their 
suggestion is that the doctor 
killed the sick and senile Mrs. 
Morrell by treating her with 
massive, lethal doses of pain- 
relieving drugs. Further, that 
it was no merciful desire to re- 
lieve pain that prompted him, 
but the fact that Mrs. Morrell 
was going to leave him her Rolls 
Royce car and a collection of 
old silver. 

Yet, Dr. Adams is, by all 
accounts, a kindly man and also 
a wealthy one. He already had 
a Rolls and the silver was not 
especially valuable. He may have 
been careless about the drugs— 
even consistently careless. He 
may have been indiscreet. Those 


things don’t make him a wilful

LISTS DATA 10 CUT 
RACE BIAS IN HOUSING 


PHILADELPHIA, March 16 | 
(UP) — The American Friends | —e 
Service Committee has listed 
six’ “facts” which the organiza- 
tion. hoped would help elim- 
imate racial discrimination in 
the field of housing. 
~The Quaker organization sdid 
@iat “in this area, Americans 
practice poorly their democratic 
beliefs.” It termed discrimina- 
tion “one of the most glaring 
liabilities delaying our goal of 
equal opportunity.” 

In a 16-page illustrated 

amphlet, entitled “They Say 

hat You Say” and subtitled | 
“The Challenge of Houses and | 
Race,” the committee said that 
in many cases “a few speak | 
for the many” in housing. 

Among these few, who help 
keep racial barriers strong 
were real estate men or neigh- 
bors, according to the pamphlet, 
prepared by the committee's 
community relations program. 

The six “facts” listed in the 
booklet included: 
~t; Scientific studies prove 
that property values» do not 
necessarily go down when the 
racial composition of a neigh- 
borhood changes. 

2, If présent residents of a 
neighborhood behave normally 
and stay put, the neighborhood 
cannot change radically. 

3. Minority group members 
do keep up their property and 
sometimes do a better job than 
the former owners. 

4. Minority group members 
have buying power and are as 
good credit risks as anyone 
else. 

5. There is not cause for 
alarm if social relationships in 
a mixed neighborhood are con- 
sidered on the same basis as 
those in a less diversified 
neighborhood. 

6. Integrated neighborhoods 
need not lose presitge.

Mountains, Valleys, 
Rolling Range Land

BITTER LAKE WILDLIFE REFUGE, N.M, 
March 16. 


HE road north out of the Davis Mountains of Texas is 
‘% os scenic a drive as one could find anywhere, winding 
along slopés that run to timberline and wander down 
to hidden valleys. As we reached the northern limits of the 
range, We made up our 
minds that one day we 
would come back for a 
longer stay when it will 
be possible to explore this 
high country on horseback. 
Once we came out into the 
flat lands, however, we 
struck a typical Texas 
norther. Already the tem- 
perature had dropped sev- 
eral degrees and now the 
wind carried a blinding 
eloud of dust which ob- 
scured the range of the 
Guadalupes to our right 
and shut out the nearby 
countryside. Through Van 
Horn and on into the val- 
ley of the Rio Grande, 
tough desert shrubs like 
catclaw and creosote bush, 
as well as yucca and ocatilla cactus, stood high on pedestals 
of earth, with the soil blown out from around them to a 
depth of two or three feet. Tumbleweeds rolled along like 
giant hoops to pile in the fencerows and there was never a 
sign of the toboca and grama grasses which are natural 
cover in this region. 

- All up the valley of the Rio Grande to El Paso the high 
wind carried its heavy load of silt. To our left toward the 
river, however, flat irrigated cotton lands stretched away as 
level as a table. Some of these farms are huge, with low 
barracks of adobe to house the Spanish-American and Mexti- 
can field workers during the chopping and picking seasons.

El Paso is a pleasant city, growing like all the 
cities we visit. It has a moderate winter climate until 
the dust-laden northers begin to blow, along in Febru- 
ary. It has a population predominantly Spanish-Ameri- 
ean so that you are more likely to hear soft-voiced 
Spanish spoken on the streets and in the stores than 
you are English. Incidentally, the city had just elected 
ite first Spanish-American mayor; a man already in the 
edministration who seemed unversally well liked.

@ JUST ACROSS THE RIO GRANDE, which here is no 
more than a half-dozen feet wide and ankle deep, lies Ciu- 
daé Juares with a population ef 148,000, the largest Mexi- 
can eity on the border. Our time was short and border 
towns are so geared to the tourist that they have little 
appeal. Yet we did park our car to walk across the Inter~ 
national Bridge and wander for an hour through the pic- 
turesque streets. There seemed less opportuning to buy 
than in many such cities—and almost no begging. And we 
felt well repaid for a half-hour spent at Mission de Nuestra 
Senora de Guadalupe. The mission dates to 1659 and the 
interior of the church and the altar are both magnificent 
and immaculate.

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4 From El Paso our route lay north and east to Lub- 


bock, in the western Texas Panhandle. Once again we 
had an extra day to spare, so drove up the highway 
flanked on the east by the Sacramento Mountains to 
Alamogordo. Here we turned aside for a short visit to 
White Sands National Monament—north of the “proving 
ground” for guided missiles and super-explosives. This 
area in the Tularosa Basin takes in some 150,000 acres 
ef the rare gypsum desert. You drive inte the fringe 
and the pure white sand has a sparse covering of dry 
vegetation. But as the road winds back into the shift- 
ing dunes which blindingly reflect the sun’s rays, you 
goon get the sensation that you are driving through « 
great area of drifting snow. The few plants which grow 
here develop tremendously elongated stems, sometimes 
40 feet in length, with small crests of foliage that ride 
above the sands.

@. THE FORMATION of the White Sands is interesting. 
Eith winter, snow from the surrounding mountains brings 
the gypsum down in solution to the bed of Lake Lucero, 
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while underground water dissolves more gypsum from beds 
Beneath the valley floor. In summer the lake goes dry and 
the prevailing southwest winds pick up the light gypsum 
particles and whirl them off to add to the ever-growing 
dunes; a process which goes on century after century. And 
like the plants which exist htre, the animal life is also 
adapted. Through the centuries, only the lightest colored 
of the earless lizards and pocket mice have managed to sur- 
vive, until now these individuals have reproduced light- 
colored races. Biologists find the pocket mice especially 
interesting; for here in the sands are only white mice, while 
reddish mice of the same species live in the nearby red hills 
and another variety almost black lives in the black lava beds 
to the north.

Colorful Career of Dublin's Mayor 


First Jew to Hold That Post, He Tells How He 
Helped to Fight for Irish Freedom as 


Gun Runner and Secret Agent 


One of the most remark- 
able men in public life today, 
Robert Briscoe looks back on 
a 40-year career that has in- 
cluded dangerous gun-run- 
ning and secret agent’s work 
as the fabulous “Capt. Swift” 
of the Irish Republic move- 
ment; 30 years as a leading 
Irish politican and now an 
unprecedented term as the 
first person of the Jewish 
faith te become Lord Mayor 
of Dublin. The Lord Mayor, 
who arrived in New York 
last week on a speaking trip 
that will include an appear- 
ance at the Liberal Forum 
here April 14, has set down 
for the first time in his own 
words the chronicle of his 
life’s work—inspiring, adven- 
turous and leavened with hu- 
mor—in a series of articles 
that starts today.

HEN I was 30 years old I 
decided to have nothing 
more to do with politics. 
Like most of the men who had 
fought for Ireland’s freedom I 
was a politician, a soldier and 
what might be called a secret 
agent only by accident. , 


I had been hunted across 
Europe, Britain and Ireland for 
almost five years, first by the 
British and then by my own 
Irish countrymen, who had is- 
sued a “shoot on sight” order 
for me. I had undertaken se- 
cret missions in Germany as 
the mysterious “Captain Swift” 
and scraped a bare living in 
America while working for the 
Irish republican cause. In 1924 
peace had come to Ireland, and 
I felt it should come to Robért 
Briscoe, too. 


This decision to stay out of 
politics was never carried out, 
for no honorable man can push 
aside the opportunity, when it 
presents itself, to serve his 
country, his -old comrades in 
arms and the cause in which 
he believes. The year 1924, for 
many of us, simply meant the 
end of one period in our ¢a- 
reers and the beginning of an- 
other period, a long one t 
learning about politics | 
about government. 


I have spent nearly 30 years 
in Ireland's parliament, many 
years in the Dublin city corpo- 
ration and I have fought and 
won in many elections. My po- 
litical career has brought me 
to the mansion house as Lord 
Mayor of Dublin, the first Irish- 
man of the Jewish faith ever 
elected to that post.

Y father, who was an ardent 
M supporter of Parnell, the 

Nineteenth Century political 
leader, knew the meaning of 
freedom. He left his native 
Lithuania as a boy of 14 and 
settled in Ireland because it 
promised a life free of intoler- 
ance and bright with hope; a 
promise which Ireland kept ful- 
ly for him and his seven chil-: 
dren. 


When I was born in 1894 he 
had established auction rooms 
and a furniture business on 
Dublin’s quays beside the riv- 
er Liffey. 1 attended Catholic 
and Protestant schools and St. 
Andrew's college in Dublin as 
well as Townley Castle school 
in Ramsgate, England—a small 
school for Jewish boys of all 
nationalities. 


When I had finished my 
schooling my father, who had 
ambitious plans for his chil- 
dren's futures, sent me to work 
for an exporting firm in Ber- 
lin to learn business methods 
and the German language. I 
was caught in Germany, as a 
British subject, when the first 
world war broke out. 

My parents had been vaca- 
tioning in Carisbad and were 
caught there by the outbreak of 
hostilities, so I made my way

But a firm whfch had done busi- 
ness with my former employers 
in Germany offered me a job as 
a packer and although I did not 
know What a packer was, I 
grabbed a hammer and saw and 
went to work. Later I was pro- 
moted, and still later I started 
a small factory which manufac- 
tured electric light bulbs. 


My travels had kept me away 
from the men and women who 
were fighting for Ireland's free- 
dom and I knew nothing of the 
Easter uprising of 1916 until 
months after it happened. But 
I listened eagerly to the reports 
reaching America and the sto- 
ries brought by recently arrived 
immigrants. 


Early in 1917 I heard a speech 
in New York by an Irish Re- 
publican named Liam Mellows, 
who spoke of the battle for in- 
dependence and the fact that 
Irishmen had never let a gener- 
ation go by without making 
some form of protest. I had al- 
ready been thinking of return- 
ing to Ireland because my father 
was ill, and Mellow’s speech 
fired my imagination. I decided 
to join the struggle for free- 
dom. 


The ship which took me to 
Ireland from America also car- 
ried Eamon Martin, then chief 
of the Irish republican youth 
organization—the Fianna Eire- 
ann—and now an official of 
the Irish Sweepstakes office. I 
kept in close touch with Martin 
and his organization from the 
moment I arrived home. 


* * 


HE Sinn Fein plunged into 
T the 1918 general election 

with a program calling for 
national independence and the 
people of Ireland who voted 
for the Sinn Fein candidates 
knew they had no intention of 
going to Westminster if elected. 
Instead, they met in the Lord 
Mayor’s mansion house in Dub- 
lin, forming the first Dail, re- 
issued the proclamation of 1916 
and established a complete gov- 
ernment with its own ministries 
and courts. 

_In the big cities, at least, the 
activities of this government 
had to be carried on secretly. 
1 provided rooms for secret 
meetings in premises which had 
belonged to my father, who had 
died in 1917. Soon meeting 
places were “unknown 
destinations.” Persons brought 
to them would be driven around 
the city in a car until they had 


lost all sense of direction and 
sometimes blindfolded before 
arriving at the “destination” 
which could be next door to 
their starting point, 


* . * 


HE British strengthened 
T their regular military forces 

in Ireland with auxillary 
forces, including the Black and 
Tans. There were wholesale ar- 
rests and many innocent people 
were seized and sometimes shot. 
The “Tans” lost their tempers 
and burned down such places as 
Balbriggan and parts of Cork 
city in reprisal for IRA raids. 


As activity increased on both 
sides, I became associated with 
the men who were trying to 
solve the RA’s shortage of arms 
and other equipment. The re- 
publican brigades were armed 
with a miscellaneous collection 
of guns, some borrowed or 
requisitioned, some captured in 
raids on British armories and 
some bought from British sol- 
diers. There weren't nearly 
enough to go around. 


During this period I had my 
first meeting with a remarkable 
man who was to have a pro- 
found influence on my own life 
and the destiny of Ireland. 
Eamon de Valera was then, as 
he is now, head and shoulders 
above most men in his wisdom, 
his appreciation of events and 
his judgment of people’s reac- 
tions to these events. 


I was taken by Eamon Mar- 
tin for a hurried introduction 
to de Valera in Browne and 
Nolan's bookstore, shortly after 
his dramatic escape from Lin- 
coln prison in England, while 
the police of England and Ire- 
land were frantically searching 
for him. In those days de Val- 
era could have passed for a 
clergyman, for he was a scholar- 
ly-looking man who wore dark 
clothes and a black minister's 
hat. Our meeting was short, but 
one glimpse was enough to im- 
press me. I felt it was what was 
inside this man which counted, 
not what appeared on the out- 
side. 

In 1919 I married Lilian 
Isaacs, who had been a child- 
hood friend. Our two families 
were life-long associates and 
my father had once remarked 
to her that “the man who mar- 
ries you will be a lucky man.” 
He did not know that this 


lucky man would be me. 


Early in that year. I was 
transferred from the Fianna to 


the IRA and attached to the 
headquarters staff of Michael 
Collins, “the big fellow,” who 
was the principal IRA leader 
and minister of finance in the 
Dail. He was a forceful man, 
impatient of futility and with 
a tongue like a stevedore. But 
he could and sometimes would 
recite poetry, usually of the 
epic kind. When the civil war 
broke out later Collins support- 
ed the free state side and was 
killed in the war.

Y immediate boss, who later 
M became my close friend, was 

Liam Mellows, director of 
purchases and the man whose 
speech in New York had helped 
to bring me home. He was a 
thoughtful man of changing 
moods, but a deep underlying 
calmness, who told friends he 
intended to enter a monastery 
when the republic was estab- 
lished. He foresaw the tragic 
events of the civil war clearly, 
and through my talks with him 
I was able to foresee them, too. 
Mellows was executed by the 
free state forces during that 
war. 


I was assigned to go to Ger- 
many to organize arms deliv- 
eries and to act as interpreter 
and assistant to an IRA officer 
named Dowling, who had been 
sent to Germany to purchase 
arms. In those days the IRA 
thought you could buy arms as 
easily as you could buy’ cig- 
arettes and Dowling was a per- 
fect example of the innocent 
abroad, sent by innocents at 
home. 


I arrived in Germany in 1919 
to find that Dowling had been 
talked out of the 50,000 pounds 
by a quick-tongued German 
who hadn't delivered a single 
cartridge. Dowling had no ex- 
perience in purchasing and was 
delighted to see me arrive, 
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even though I put him under 
arrest and began an investiga- 
tion with the authority of the 
IRA. 


* . * 


Y first job was to get the 
money back. I went to Ham- 
burg with Dowling, two IRA 
men who had been sent over 
to help me, and Charlie Mc- 
Guinness, a tough, salty sea 
captain who commanded our 
gun smuggling ships and who 
later accompanied Admiral Byrd 
to the south pole. 


The clever German, whomI 
shall call Hans X, was a for- 
midable Prussian officer type, 
but his face went white when 
he saw Dowling and me, the 
two rough west of Ireland IRA 
boys in their hobnailed boots 
and Charlie McGuinness, who 
was itching to choke the life 
out of him. 


I said in German, “You have 
50,000 pounds of our money 
and we want it back. We are 
not going to sue you, but if 
we don’t get it your dead body 
will be found in two or three 
days’ time.” We were prepar- 
ed for threats or pleading, but 
we felt as helpless as children 
When Hans promptly fainted. I 
revived him by pouring a jug 
of water over his head, and 
with the fear of death staring 
from his eyes he wrote a check 
in German marks. 


The meeting took place in 
the office of a friendly attorney 
who warned us Hans would stop 
the check if he could. We filed 
a suit to guarantee payment, 
even though this might mean 
exposing our mission in the 
witness box. But when the case 
was called Hans never answered 
to his name. He was in the 
courtroom though, and he caught 
my eye and gave me a stiff 
little bow admitting defeat.

MADE frequent trips to Bri- 
| tain and back to Ireland to 

inspect IRA brigades and see 
what equipment they needed, 
for in those days no half-dozen 
men had the same types of guns 
or ammunition. Our people had 
been foolishly trying to bring 
money from America to Ire- 
land in money belts and were 
frequently caught, so I arranged 
for money to be paid directly 
from America to the Deutsche 
bank in Germany and I also ar- 
ranged for this bank to be the 
German agent of the Sinn Fein 
bank in Ireland, so funds could 
be transferred easily. 


To account for my numerous 
trips we established a wool ex- 
porting company in the west of 
Ireland, and I sold hundreds 
of bales of Irish wool in Ger- 
many, frequently at a loss. I 
traveled as Robert Briscoe, the 
wool salesman, but in my arms 
deals I was “Captain Swift.”

LL YOUNG PEOPLE, as they begin to move from childhood 
Aw adulthood, feel a certain amount of awkwardness, doubt 
and uncertainty. They want the strength, privileges and 
responsibilities of adults but feel a little uncertain about how 


ready they are. 


Not only must a teen-ager adjust to the rapid physical 
changes he experiences during this period, but the social adjust- 
ments of adolescence, although less obvious, may be more 


challenging and disturbing. 


Certainly they cause most 
young people considerable con- 
cern and many anxious mo- 
ments. Now begins that boy- 
girl problem that every person 
since the beginning of history 
has had to solve or have solved 
for him. In many parts of the 
world parents or other rela- 
tives still assume this responsi- 
bility by finding mates for their 
sons and daughters; here in our 
country, each young person is 
expected to make his own se- 
lection of a marriage partner. 
Dating, going steady, “how to 
act right” on a date, become 
important problems, for just a 
few years ahead comes mar- 
riage, one of the most important 
ventures of adulthood. 

Now begin, too, serious 
thoughts about plans for mak- 
ing a living. With new inter- 
ests, the need for spending 
money makes a job seem im- 
portant right now. There are 
new and attractive clothes to 
be acquired. Soon the boy will 
want a jalopy and the girl the 
latest fad in jewelry. . 


. _ * 

OR many of them, the most 

serious of new concerns are 

those relating to morals and 
“right” conduct. Religion comes 
in here, too. Parents tell them 
the answers during childhood. 
That makes it easy. But in ado- 
lescence they begin to spend 
less time in the company of 
parents and more time with 
the teen-age group. Parents are 
no longer there to answer ques- 
tions or to tell them what they 
should do. There are more and 
more situations where they must 
decide for themselves. 


This is adolescence. It is a 
time of growing up, a launching 
platform, a take-off from child- 
hood to adulthood. It is one of 
the most absorbing and impor- 
tant periods in life, So much 
has to be decided and so much 
depends upon the decisions 
made. 


The comforti thing about 
it is that most adolescents feel 
much alike, even though they 
don’t have a care in the world. 
There is always this about prob- 
lems of adolescence—no matter 
how serious, one does outgrow 
them. Time is on the ‘side of 
the adolescent, and one can't 
hold back time. 


As a teacher, I have collected 
more than a thousand auto- 
biographies of students during 
their later teen years. In them 
they trace their personality de- 
velopment. One of the most 
prominent features of the stu- 
dent autobiographies is their 
description of the feeling and 
fears of their early teen years. 
I think you will be surprised 
at how much like your own 
these anxieties and fears are. 

The problems most often 
mentioned by these young peo- 
ple in their autobiographies are:

EXT itn the list of big prob- 
Niems is breaking away from 

dependence upon parents. 
One of the most frequent 
phrases of the adolescent girl 
of this age is “Oh, you wouldn't 
understand,” when her mother 
asks questions or expresses con- 
cern about adolescent behavior.

In part, this may be true. 
But there are some things 
young people don’t understand 
about their position. In some 
ways they want to be grown- 
up; in others, they don’t. Par- 
ents may not always know just 
how to act in some situations. 
They are never quite sure how 
grown-up their offspring feels 
at a particular time. 

There’s no denying that par- 
ents are sometimés downright 
unreasonable. They require a 
lot of tolerance on the part of 
an adolescent. Then there are 
some issues on which parents 
and teen-agers naturally don’t 
always see eye-to-eye. 


These areas of teen-age dis- 
agreement with parents have 
been given a lot of study. The 
really big issues seem to re- 
volve about “spending money,” 
“outside activities and social 
life” (one of the big conflicts 
of social life is “getting in at 
night”—curfew), “sharing the 
work,” “doing school work 
conscientiously,” “clothes,” and 
“use of the family car.” This 
last one is a particularly hot 
issue between boys and their 
parents. The girl is not quite 
so demanding about the use

in the boy friend’s car at night. 

These problems come up in 
hundreds of different ways in 
the relationships between par- 
ents 


nor t is sure of how 
far tt is safe for the adolescent 
to go undirected. A few suc- 
cesses’ in adult situations may 
make a young person heady 
with self-confidence and irri- 
table of any restraints. A few 
failures may make the parent 
reluctant to grant further free- 
dom or weaken his belief that 
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his adolescent Is ready for free- 
dom. 

Junior may have been able to 
perform a grown-up role during 
an entire summer when he was 
out working on a farm. But 
this does not necessarily mean 
that he is mature enough to 
drive to a nearby city for a Sat- 
urday night of fun with three 
pals. While Junior may con- 
sider these situations as similar, 
his parents recognize that when 
a young boy is out with his pals 
in a car there are four boys to 
reckon with rather than one. 


The fact that Martha made a 
botch of her first date—was 
noisy and bold, or shy and 
awkward—may suggest a heart- 
to-heart talk and a few rules, 
but it should not destroy her 
parents’ belief in her readiness 
to begin dating. o 


If parents remember two 
rules (“(1) Be slow to criticize 
(2) Be quick to sympathize’) 
the thances are they will con- 
tinue to receive the confidences 
and questions of their adoles- 
cent youngsters and remain in 
a position to offer help. 


It helps young people to re- 
member that though Dad and 
Mom lived in a different day, 
they once faced most of these 
problems, too. 

If one trusts them and tries 
to co-operate, parents can be a 
real help more often than a 
hindrance. It is when adoles- 
cents act too immature for their 
age that mature status is denied 
them. It is up to each teen-ager 
to demonstrate his adult status, 
not just demand it. 

It is not unusual at this pe- 
riod for the teen-ager to devel- 
op a little hositility toward one 
or both of his parents, particu- 
larly if he or she has been held 
down too closely. 

Both parent and son or 
daughter need to remember

that by the time a young per- 
son reaches adolescence he is 
capable of a good deal of adult 
reasoning. Parents owe him a 
sound and reasonable explana- 
tion for the rules and demands 
they make. The young person, 
in turn, must get in the habit of 
thinking in terms of his own 
general health and welfare, not 
just fun. A boy or girl of 12 or 
14 years of age is fully capable 
of realizing and accepting the 
fact that passing an English 
exam, for example, is far more 
important than “taking in a 
show” with the crowd. 
- -_ _ 


HE “pleasure principle” 
rules the young child's life. 
Whatever is pleasant at the 
moment is vastly more impor- 
tant to him than any future 
gain. By adolescence, experi- 
ence has proved that a little 
self-denial or hard work often 
pays off in a far greater satis- 
faction in the future. 
Recognizing this reasoning 
ability, using “good sense” in- 
stead of “blind obedience,” 
listening to one another's opin- 
ions or arguments of an issue, 
will do much to build a strong 
bond of companionship between 
the generations. Hostility does 
not grow in soil rich in respect. 
Those parents who feel that 
their adolescents are lacking in 
the respect and the honor they 
deserve should remind them- 
selves, too, that a certain 
amount of rebellion is nothing 
more than a symptom of coming 
adulthood. For this reason, 
parents should be tolerant of a 
little hostility. Later, these 
hostilities will vanish and young 
ple will become understand- 
equals.

Blood Donors in Record Numbers 


Christian County (Ill.) Is Far Above Average

TAYLORVILLE, Ill., 
March 16. 


AUL HENRY was not a 
P weaitny man. He would have 

laughed if anyone had sug- 
gested a statue be erected’ in 
his honor. But Christian coun- 
ty has created a monument to 
Paul Henry that is destined to 
ease the suffering of the sick 
and save countless lives. 


The monument isn’t concrete 
or marble, It doesn’t stand on 
Main street or in a city park. 
It’s not something you can see. 
It’s something, instead, that 
Christian county does. 

Six years ago, Paul Henry, 
then chairman of the Christian 
County Red Cross, inaugurated 
a project of giving blood 
through the St. Louis Regional 
Blood program which nine or 
10 times each vear sends its 
Bloodmobiles into the area 60 
miles northeast of St. Louis. 
Since his death a year ago, the 
county’s two major communi- 
ties, Taylorville and Pana, just 
18 miles apart, have carried on 
the program with dedicated en- 
ergy and enthusiasm and they 
consider it a kind of memorial 
to the man Who campaigned to 
get it under way. 

Ironically, Paul Henry died 
of a blood disease, and 16 trans- 
fusions were given him-at the 
end to prolong his life. Today, 
his wife, a former Taylorville 
school teacher, is carrying on in 
his place as an ardent Red Cross 
volunteer. 


There’s nothing new or dif- 
ferent about giving blood. Since 
the program was begun in the 
St. Louis area in 1949, every 
community has done its part. 
But with Taylorville and Pana, 
it’s something special. The day 
the Red Cross Bloodmobile ar- 
rives is one of the most im- 
portant on Christian county's 
calendar. 


* * * 


HE FIGURES tell the story: 
T Nationally one out of every 

66 eligible donors gives 
blood through the Red Cross. In 
the Midwestern area, it’s one out 
of every 6.1. In the St. Louis 
region, it’s one out of every 6.1. 
In Christian county, one out of 
every 4.3 eligible donors gives 
blood. 


In the Midwestern area, 27.4 
per cent of those reporting are 
first-time donors. In the region, 
27.1 per cent are first-time 
donors. In Christian county, 
one out of every 24.4 is a first- 
time donor. It means there are 
more repeaters there. 


The avtrage collection per 


operation in the Midwestern 
area is 108 pints. In the St. 
Louis region, it’s 131.5. In 


Christian county, it’s 188.4. 


But what's behind those fig- 
ures? To find out, I went with 
the St. Louis Bloodmobile into 
Christian county for its recent 
two-day stay in Pana and Tay- 
lorville. And here's what I 
saw. 

In Pana, the basement of the 
Masonic Temple, not far from 
the main street, had been taken 
over for the day. Newspaper 
and radio publicity far in ad- 
vance had alerted the commu- 
nity of 5000 about the Blood- 
mobile’s arrival. 


At 9:30 that morning, the 
truck came from St. Louis, 
bringing all the supplies, cots, 
blankets, records, medical 
equipment and _ refrigerated 
cases for storing the blood on 
its return trip to the St. Louis 
Blood Center at 3414 Lindell 
boulevard. 


* * * 


IGHT behind the truck came 
R a station wagon carrying the 

nurses, six of them, ready 
to set up the makeshift center 
for the first donors who were 
scheduled to arrive’ shortly 
after noon. But on hand, long 
before the St. Louisans arrived, 
were volunteers from the Pana 
branch of the Christian County 
Red Cross chapter, led by Mrs. 
John McCracken and Mrs. R. G. 
Mathewson, Pana’s blood pro- 
gram co-chairmen. 


Mrs. McCracken and her as- 
sistants, men in their work 
clothes, women in crisp blue 
Red Cross uniforms, were busy 
arranging tables and chairs. A 
curtain was strung across the 
room and behind that the cots 
were arranged in along row, 
with medical.equipment at the 
head of each one. 


A florist had sent flowers to 
make the center a little more 
festive. Three high school girls 
had been excused from classes 
to help type records. Out in 
the kitchen, women were on 
duty making huge stacks of 
cheese salad and ham salad

Mrs. McCracken has a spe- 


‘cial reason for working in the 


program. To her, it’s a kind of 
insurance. 

“You can see,” she explained, 
“my blood is RH negative and 
my .husband’s is RH positive. 
That means that any one of 
our three children could have 
had a great deal of trouble at 
birth and might have needed 
blood. I feel this is a sort of 
protection. Then, too, some 
can’t give so those of us who 
can should do as much as. pos- 
sible.” 

At 12:30, a young man who 
is employed in a nearby coal 
mine walked in. He’s always the 
first, Mrs. McCracken said. He 
checked in with the record- 
takers, had his temperature, his 
heart, his blood pressure 
checked. Then a nurse deftly 
pricked his finger and drew a 
drop of blood which she-let fall 
into a special chemical solu- 
tion. It sank immediately to the 
bottom of the little bottle, show- 
ing that the iron content was 
sufficient to make it safe for 
him to donate. Then he went 
into the curtained alcove where 
the nurses, having changed 
from their street clothes into 
crisp white uniforms, were 
standing by the cots, waiting 
to receive the blood donors,

HE parade of Pana volun- 
teers had started. All after- 
noon it continued, through 
the check-in table, on through 
the medical tests, to the cur- 
tained alcove and on to the 
kitchen where coffee and sand- 
wiches were waiting. Only one 
woman throughout the day had 
a reaction from the donation 
and felt faint. A few moments’ 
rest, however, was all she need- 
ed to regain her strength.

Mrs. Charles Bliss, attractive 
and energetic chairman of the 
Christian county chapter, told 
me about Paul Henry and his 
example. A postal clerk, a man 
without great material means, 
he had nevertheless sparked 
the chapter with a dedication 
and a drive which even his loss 
could not slow down, 


The Christian county chapter 
office is in the Frisini Hotel, on 
a main corner of Taylorville, 
and there Mrs. Mary Powel, a 
long-time resident of the com- 
munity, is the sole professional 
worker, helping bring the vol- 
unteers together as well as han- 
dling the myriad details of the 
chapter's program. For a salary 
of $75 a month—she refuses to 
accept more—she stays on duty 
practically around the clock 
and often is called out from 
her home at midnight to help 
a stranded serviceman or han- 
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dle other emergency Red Cross 
work. 


‘Though they worked late into 
the night on plans for the next 
day’s Bloodmobile, Mrs. Powel, 
Mrs. Bliss and the other volun- 
teers were on duty early the 
next morning, helping set up 


the equipment at the First 
Methodist Church basement. 
The nurses, led by Mrs. Dora 


Slater, chief nurse of the St. 
Louis Regional Blood Center, 
had arrived from Pana and 
were prepared for the first of 
the Taylorville blood donors. 


The basement of the Metho- 
dist Church was as crowded and 
bustling as was Pana’s Masonic 
Temple the day before. Nearly 
75 women, wearing the blue 
uniform of the Red Cross volun- 
teer, was on duty. Indicative of 
the community interest in the 
event, men who normally work 
on Taylorville’s streets had been 
loaned’ by the city to do the 
heavy work. They unloaded 
the equipment and promised to 
return that evening to reload 
it for the ad home.

The blood ts then brought 
back to the Regional Blood 
Center laboratory where it is 
typed, tested and refrigerated, 
ready to be distributed the next 
day to any place within the 
250-mile radius covered by the 
St. Louis Regional Blood pro- 
gram. 


Some of that given at Taylor- 
ville will go right back into 
the community for patients at 
St. Vincehts Memorial Hos- 
pital, one of the participating 
hospitals with the privilege of 
calling on the Regional Blood 
Center for its complete supply 
of whole blood. In the partici- 
pating hospitals, there is no 
charge for the blood itself, only 
for the laboratory work in- 
volved in the preparation and 
injections. 

It was a true cross-section 
of the Taylorville area that met 
in the Methodist church base- 
ment, Miners, farmers, busi- 
ness men, homemakers, the 
sheriff*"and his deputy, three 
men in grease-smeared cover- 
alls from a nearby garage. 
There were teachers, a reporter 
from the Taylorville paper, the 
owner of a jewelry store on 
Main street, a doctor, a lawyer, 
a commercial photographer. By 
the end of the day, 223 had 
donated blood.

HEY knew that last year 
T s Vincents Hospital used 

approximately 60 pints of 
blood a month and 50 pints 
were used each month in the 
hospital at Pana. They knew, 
too, that 121 patients from 
Christian county received trans- 
fusions of free blood in hos- 
pitals outside the county. 


They knew that since Chris- 
tlan county entered the blood 
program in 1951, more than 
3500 people have given blood. 
Sixteen have given two gallons: 
nearly 300 have given at least 
one gallon. 


“And we can credit much of 
that to Paul Henry's enthu- 
siasm and example,” Mrs. Bliss 
explained. “He believed in it 
and inspired others.” 

And from the kitchen of the 
Methodist Church, where she 
was busily spreading sand- 
wiches, Paul Henry's widow 
looked out at the parade of 
people intent only on giving 
to help others. 

“I know Paul 
this,” she says.

to asthma. Of an estimated 2.- | 


250,000 youngsters afflicted with 
the ailment, 10 per cent fall | 

into a group which laymen call 
“incurable.” 

The secret in treating these 
“incurable” 225,000 youngsters, | 
according to doctors at the non- | 
sectarian Jewish National Home 


for Asthmatic Children, lies in | 


radical separation of the young 
victim from his home environ- 
ment. 

Thanks to the work be 
1940 by a New York 
M. Murray Peshkin, 95 per cent 
of the “incurable” children 
brought to Denver—they are 
called “intractables” at the 
home—are returned to healthy, 
normal lives, 

The treatment involves alter- 
ing the emotional climate of the 
afflicted child; not the physical 
climate as once believed. 

Dr. Harold 8, Tuft, medical 
director of the home, says it is 
not that the parents or anyone 
else is at fault, but rather be- 
cause they tend to involve the 
child in a tightening circle of 
cloistered, in-grown family life. 

When a child develops asthma- 
tic allergy, parents tend to shel- 
ter and overprotect him.

The child thus develops a 
psychological reaction which be- | 
comes an important element of | 


the asthma. 

At the Denver home, where 
only so-called “intractables” are 
admitted on the basis of need 
alone, more than 50 per cent re- 
cover within a few days—with- 
out additional medication or 
treatment. 

Another 30 per cent lose their 
asthmatic wheezing within the 
first year and leave the home at 
the end of their two-year stay 
for all practical purposes 
“cured” of the ailment. 

Of the remaining 20 per cent, 
half experience recurrences 
during heavy pollen seasons and 
five per cent are rehabilitated 
to the point where their asthma- 
tic condition does not interfere 
with normal activities. 

Only five per cent of the “in- 
tractables” continue to suffer. 
Of more than 500 patients 
treated at the home, only two 
have died.

A NIGHT 
UNDER 
THE STARS

CHIEF SCOUT EXECUTIVE,

ACTIVE IN SCOUT WORK since 1913, the author takes time 
out from his executive duties to pose for paravt’s photographer. 


After the Council Fire one night at Scout camp, fathers 
and sons got together for a chat. One boy led the way 
along a path through the woods. His father followed 
haltingly;-carefully choosing his footing along the 
path which seemed so familiar to his son. They found 
a piece of a fallen log and sat there for a few minutes. 
All was still. They could see the stars in the sky above. 

“You know, Dad” — the boy's voice was low and 
earnest — “I guess every boy thinks quite a bit — now 
and then — about what he’s going to do in his life. 
You know what I mean?” 

“Yes, son, | do know,” the father reassured him. 
“It's one of the most significant and most difficult 
questions you'll ever have to decide. And — what 
makes it harder — you have to pretty much decide it 
for yourself.” 

“Oh.” There was disappointment in the boy's voice. 

“There's one thing that I might point out,” the 
father hurried on to break the weight of the silence. 
“Remember as you think about various kinds of jobs 
that there are many-kinds of compensation other than 
money.” 

“Yes?” The boy was all interest now. 
“The business world offers great rewards for the 
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able man, well prepared, giving his very best to a job. 
I feel sure that you would succeed there. But son. 
there are other rewards, too. 

“I chose years ago to enter a field where the financial 
rewards are necessarily less. Yet I believe they are 
more than made up for by other compensations. You 
face a day when the world ts crying out for men who 
can feel great concern for people, who can develop 
many-sided skills in helping folks to live fuller and 
deeper.and more purposeful lives. Remember the re- 
wards that come from that, too.”. . . 

A few years later a young clergyman sat before the 
fireplace in his father’s home.

Says a doctor, let's improve licensing 


by DR. HAROLD BRANDALEONE new York University-Bellevue Medical Center 


MIDDLE-AGED LABORER recently drove his car 
into a garage, pinned his best friend against a. 


wall and killed him. The driver, it turned out, 
had such poor eyesight he could hardly see. 

A diabetic motorist lapsed into unconsciousness as 
a result of too much insulin, lost control and careened 
_.into a bus. He suffered permanent leg injuries. 

Sull another driver, with known serious heart 
trouble, “blacked out.” His car roared onto a side- 
walk, killing a woman and her unborn baby. 

You and I have read of many such cases. Momen- 
tarily, at least, we are shocked. But more important is 
the fact that these three tragic accidents — and thou- 
sands more like them — could have been prevented. 

Simple physical examinations of these three drivers 
could have averted death and suffering. They would 
have shown that none of the three shonld have been 
licensed to operate a car. 

Physical exams are used in many other everyday 
affairs — qualifying for jobs, military service, insur- 
ance — but somehow they have been overlooked in 
the life-or-death business of driving a car. 

Surprisingly, no single state in the country requires 
systematic physical and psychological checkups either 
~ before or after a driver is licensed. | 

Yet, within the past few years, doctors, studying the 
epidemic of highway murder and mayhem, have found 
that many drivers are not physically or emotionally fit 
to drive cars. 

If all such drivers were weeded out, a tremendous 
dent would be made in our monstrous traffic-accident 
problem. Every year about 40,000 Americans are 
killed in accidents (far more than were lost on the 
beaches of Normandy in World War I1) and about 2 
million are injured. The cost in cash terms is more 
than $4% billion a year. The cost in human misery 
can never be accurately assessed. 


100,000 Fewer Accidents 


Yet, if each of our 48 states set up a good physical 
“and psychological screening of license applicants and 
license holders, at least 100,000 injury accidents a year 
would be prevented. At least 1,500 lives a year would 
be saved. 

These are conservative estimates based on the num- 
ber of accidents involving persons who are thought 
to be physically or mentally unfit to drive. 

This isn’t a problem of “the other fellow.” How 
many times have you driven when you were physically 
ill? How many times have you driven when vou were 
preoccupied with some emotional problem and could 
not keep your attention on driving? 

One motorist 1 know — a more or less typical case 
— was so upset about the health of his newborn baby 
that he couldn't pay attention to driving. He landed 
in a hospital for three weeks. 

Another man had an early-morning argument with 
his wife. It made him furious. He set off speeding and 
he, too, ended up in the hospital. 

Of course, not all such disturbances could be de- 


tected even in careful screening of license applicants 
and drivers. Such screening does not represent the 
total solution to our traffic dilemma. Doctors alone 
cannot do the job. They must join other community 
forces — police, the press, auto designers, highway 
engineers, safety agencies and educators. 

Committees of the Industrial Medical Association 
and the American Medical Association are drawing 
up criteria upon which drivers’ licenses should be 
granted. A good many scientists are seeking much- 
needed information concerning illnesses which make 
a driver dangerous to himself and to others. 

However, states should act now to tighten up li- 
censing of drivers —- even before the admittedly im- 
portant research findings are in. That may take years. 

Even with today’s incomplete knowledge we do 
know of cases like the one involving a driver who was 
subject to dizzy spells and one day lost consciousness. 
This cost him his life in a smashup. Or the driver 
whose eyesight was so bad he told his doctor that he 
drove “by listening to the sounds around me.” 


A Detailed Program 


Thus, I would like to propose a program for screen- 
ing drivers which is based on considerable experience 
of companies employing bus and truck drivers. Among 
such drivers, licensing examinations have paid off in 
lives saved and injuries prevented. 

Such a program for “civilian” drivers would be 
costly and time-consuming. But it would be worth it. 

State motor vehicle bureaus should cooperate with 
state departments of health and state medical societies 
to establish examination centers throughout each state. 
Here’s what they could do: 

|) Every person who applies for his first license 
should be examined. A medical history should be 
taken. Psychological testing should be carried out as 
far as is practical. (The aim here would be to find per- 
sons with serious physical and emotional disorders. ) 

2) On the physical side, special emphasis should 


be placed on vision, hearing, diabetes, heart trouble, . 


epilepsy and other disorders which might suddenly 
incapacitate an applicant. Each state should set up its 
own standards for acceptance or rejection of appli- 
cants, until a uniform code is established. 

3) Any driver who has a condition which is poten- 
tially dangerous should be re-examined as often as the 
doctor in charge deems wise. This would turn up the 
drivers who are not dangerous today —- but might be- 
come so tomorrow. 

4) Even drivers who have no known disability 
should also be re-examined periodically. Up to age 45, 
they should be rechecked every three years. After 45, 
the checkup should be made every two years. 

5) Any person found to have a correctable defect 
should be referred to his family doctor (or another 
available doctor) for treatment. 

6) Accident repeaters should receive special atten- 
tion. Any person involved in three accidents in any 
18-month period should be given further physical and 


psychological checkups. In addition, he should be in- 
structed in safe driving. 

7) License applications should have a clause per- 
mitting a doctor to withdraw the blood of applicants 
for the purpose of detecting evidences of alcoholism. 
In my Opinion, this causes many more accidents than 
anyone suspects. : 

8) Finally, the cost of medical screening of drivers 
should be shared between the driver and the state. 
Drivers should pay a major share of the total cost of 
the medical program as part of their first license fee 
and as part of each license renewal fee. 

If states set up this kind of examination procedure, 
much would be accomplished. 

First, there would be fewer drivers on the road who 
stand a chance of killing themselves and others. 

Second, by detecting correctable defects and getting 
them treated, we would have healthier drivers who 
also would be safer drivers. In North Carolina re- 
cently, 75 per cent of one group of applicants were 
turned down because of poor eyesight — but later lhi- 
censed, after they had received proper treatment and 
care. 

Third, many license seekers simply do not fill out 
their applications truthfully. They conceal important 
facts about their physical condition, because they're 
afraid they will not be licensed. 

State-wide physical exams would take much of the 
“lying” out of driver licensing. Some persons with 
epilepsy, high blood pressure, heart trouble, nervous 
disease and other ailments can drive their cars safely. 
Some cannot. Once these persons are screened on a 
regular, systematic basis, they will not have to resort 
to falsified applications to obtain licenses. 


Finally, physical screening would bring about tem- 
porary suspension of some licenses — suspension 
while a person was sick and thus unable to operate a 
car safely. Just as soon as he recovered, his license, 
of course, would be reinstated. 

States could begin screening with just a segment of 
the overall program. For imstance, they could start 
with intensive screening of vision of all drivers and 
gradually work into the other aspects. Testing eye- 
sight intelligently —— not just the 30-second “can you 
read that chart” fiasco —- would do much to make our 
highways safer. 

’ All this adds up to a single point: Traffic deaths and 
injuries can be reduced by doctors working with the 
cooperation of the general public. Ideally, in the future, 
there will be medical-safety centers dotted throughout 
every state. There all drivers will be checked at given 
intervals to assure that they do not end up as did one 
man I know — dead in his smashed car, after suffering 
a long series of convulsions. 

But licensing must be pit on a sane, safe basis right 
now if we are to check the rising tide of highway

Ten nights from tonight the Academy of 
Motion Picture Arts and Sciences will 
bestow its well-publicized awards for the 
30th time.

A way to sick kids’ hearts 


ST. PETERSBURG, FLA. 
While the big-league ball players sweat and strain here 
to get in shape for the 1957 pennant races, teenagers 
scurry after them in pursuit of autographs. Scurrying 
right along with the youngsters is a ruddy-faced 
66-year-old named John O'Connor. 

Only the rookies are surprised, for O’Connor is well 
known to most of the players. He collects their signa- 
tures on one of his baseballs, then asks where they 

-want the ball sent. Most give the names and addresses 
of a sick child (or children) they’ve been asked to visit. 
Once O’Connor has 20 or so signatures on a ball, he 
mails it off. In return he asks only an acknowledging 
letter to him or the players. 

“That way,” he explains in his broad New England 
accent, “the players know the baseballs are going to 
the kids they wanted them to go to.” 


O’Connor first got the idea when he saw a crippled 
girl weeping because she couldn’t get close to ask for a 
player’s autograph. That was 10 years ago; he now 
sends out 50-plus balls each spring. . 

He'd like to mail more, but the balls are costly. (A 
retired Government worker from Framingham, Mass., 
he lives on a pension.) “I wait till a ball.is hit over a 
fence,” he says. “Then all the kids chase after the ball 
and I chase after the kids.” 

When he catches up, the puffing O’Connor (he has 
a heart ailment) gets the ball as cheaply as he can — 
usually from $1 to $2. He’s paid back, he says, by the 
letters he receives. A typical one, from a Fort Worth 
boy: “Lots of kids weren’t as lucky as me, for I had 
only a slight case of polio. But the baseball you sent 
helped me get well. I know God will bless you for 
what you are doing.” s

raise the more basic issue of whether some, 
or even all, of the Army’s bakeries should 
be abolished as too competitive with private 
enterprise. 

The Commission found that Uncle Sam 
competes needlessly with taxpaying small 
businesses. Examples: The Government op- 
erates ice plants, sawmills, airlines, motion- 
picture studios, tree-garden purseries, ice- 
cream plants, custom tailoring, bakeries, 
laundries. These Government businesses, of 
course, pay no taxes. Furthermore, it has 
been shown that the Government can con- 
tract with private firms for the same serv- 
ices or products at lower cost. 

Some Government businesses also were 
found to be running inefficiently. The Vet- 
erans Administration, for instance, operated 
146 laundries at only 77 per cent of ca- 
pacity. Two dry-cleaning plants of the 
Health, Education and Welfare Department 
were running at a mere 47 per cent of ca- 
pacity. 

In 24 years, our expanding Federal bu- 
reaucracy has boosted the average family’s 
tax bill from $120 to $1,600 a year, and 
the national debt has swollen to a size that 
averages out to $7,000 for each family. 

Aware of these grim facts, the Second 
Hoover Commission added 314 recommen- 
dations to those already presented by its 
predecessor. In the 84th Congress, I intro- 
duced 77 bills to make these recommenda- 
tions law. Others introduced similar bills 
for a total of 264. Yet the total score was 
only 31 bills approved, implementing 40 
recommendations in whole or part. 

In all, the President and Congress have 
put into effect only 39 per cent of the Sec-

tions. That means an annual saving of $532 
million — about $10 a year for each tax- 
payer. If the remaining recommendations

are adopted, the saving can surpass $5 bil- 
lion, or about $100 a year for the average

© The Post Office truck fleet is being con- 
verted to four standard models instead of 
several specially built models. Saving: 20 
per cent in initial purchase price, 20 per 
cent in operating costs— plus a 20 per 
cent gain in resale value. 
© The Hoover Commission found Govern- 
ment hospitals half empty, yet new ones 
going up nearby. Through better coordina- 
tion, the Government cut down 16,000 new 
hospital beds at a saving of $333.5 million. 
e An important improvement was the pas- 
sage of Public Law 683 which put into prac- 
tice for the first time a cost-accounting 
system throughout the Government. The 
saving is estimated in the billions. 

We in Congress, who feel the taxpayer 
is entitled to all the help he can get to 
lighten the load, need your backing. Only a 
strong public opinion can win the necessary

Are we losing “the cold war of the 


classroom’? Statistics indicate we 


are. Here’s a Kansas school’s answer 


to the Russian scientific lead:

EMPORIA, KANS. 
Around eight new stone-topped, child- 
height laboratory tables here, the students 
of Thomas W. Butcher Children’s School 
may be brewing an answer to America’s 
desperate shortage of scientists. 

From first through sixth grades, they 
are getting a full dose of simple science 
along with the three R’s. These lessons are 
backstopped in the laboratory pictured on 
these pages: a cheerful work-place scaled 
to their size arid fully equipped with Bun- 
sen burners, Florence flasks and gas and 
water outlets. A $25,000 item, the lab is 
probably the only one of its kind ih the 
United States.

College, with which the school is affiliated, 
the expense will be justified if it backs up 
the beliefs that spawned the lab: that 
simple science is not over the heads of 
grade-schoolers; that they can cope with 
simple experiments and learn a good deal 
from them; and that they thus can be at- 
tracted so as to retain a lifelong interest. 
So far, these ideas seem partly borne 
out. Whether they will add up to one way 
out of the scientist-science teacher famine 
may take years to show up. “This is an 
experiment,” says KSTC’s president, Dr. 
John E. King Jr. “If we knew it would 
work, it wouldn't be an experiment.” 
And the shortage is pressing — pressing 
enough to demand the attention of a Presi- 
dential corhmission. Just how the shortage 
developed is a matter of debate. As Dr.

King says, “Industry blames it on the col- 
leges, the colleges on the high schools, the 
high schools on the grade schools, the 
grade schools on the parents, and the par- 
ents no doubt on the grandparents.” 

All sides agree, however, on the alarm- 
ing facts. Colleges are turning out 20,000 
fewer engineers, scientists and teachers 
than the U.S. needs; in 10 years, the short- 
age will have built up to 100,000; it is 
particularly acute at the extremes — the 
geniuses and the increasingly needed tech- 
nicians. At the same time, Russia is grind- 
ing out twice as many such essential people 
as we are — and our cold-war position is 
crippled. 

| Many solutions have been offered: 
higher teachers’ salaries, a “crash” recruit- 
ment program, Federal scholarships, even 


a proposal to “draft” bright students into 
science courses. KSTC officials shy from 
these stopgaps and cling to the long range. 
By giving the whole knee-high set a solid 
foundation in science, they hope to throttle 
science shortages yet in the future. 

Possibly such a program will uncover a 
few more geniuses. Probably, extended 
nation-wide, it would fill up the technician 
ranks. And certainly it will equip a whole 
generation for a society in which, as one 
instructor put it, “a guy like me has 28 
motors in his house.” 

This thinking is not unique. Other cities 
have begun to beef up elementary science 
—Cincinnati, Albuquerque and Madison, 
Wis., to name three. The Emporia ear- 
mark is that kids here have an on-the-spot 
chance to learn by doing.

A science factory? 
Teachers say ‘No’ 


“We believe there is no shortage of young 
peopie who are capable of being scientists, 
engineers and science teachers,” Dr. King 
says. “But there definitely is a shortage of 
those who are interested.” A chief aim of the 
new lab is to quicken this interest — and it 
seems to be paying off. Emporia kids have 
broken out in a rash of “scientific” hobbies; 
toy stores quivered through a run on chem- 
istry sets at Christmas. 

One sixth-grader, given a taste of elec- 
tronics, promptly built his own radio. A 
fourth-grade girl, after watching a TV sci- 
ence program, wrote a letter to the producer: 
“Dear Sir: On your program, you showed a 
dinosaur you said was a Brontosaurus. It was 
a Stegosaurus...” 

Since the planners feel that the shortage 
may be solved by spurring interest first and 
furnishing facts second, the children are free 


of a regular lab schedule. One week a class 
may appear every day, the next week not at 
all. It depends on what’s going on about them 
of scientific interest. 

With the first plant shoots of spring, for 
instance, children begin to ask questions, and 
they move into the lab with teacher Ina Bor- 
man to find the answers. Their experiments, 
depending on grade level, run from inspecting 
seeds to dissecting roots to learning the de- 
tails of photosynthesis. 

The ‘lab, however, is more-than an expen- 
sive playroom. Miss Borman’s program has 
been carefully tailored to build from the most 
elementary to the more and more complex. 
The students who watch sugar dissolve in first 
grade use the same principle five years later 
to make chemical tests for food value. 

The accent always is on the children. Only 
rarely will Miss Borman give a demonstra- 
tion — then, usually, a spectacular one. She 
prefers to let students try things for them- 
selves. “In a lot of classrooms,” says Alvin 
Morris, head of the college’s elementary edu- 
cation department, “kids keep animals, in- 
spect leaves or watch the teacher make

All 
begin in the first grade. Miss Borman feels 
that it is important to teach “science broadly,” 
not chop it into courses — to show that the 
sciences are interrelated. (One official recalls 
this dialogue with his daughter, a student at 
the school: “I want to be a scientist.” “What 
kind of a scientist?” “Why, a general sci- 
entist.”) 

How much weight each gets may depend 
on such things as the number of rainy days 
and the year’s TV programs. The staff feels 
strongly that the lessons should be fitted to 
the child’s world. A favorite experiment is to 
make fudge in the lab, using beakers, ring- 
stands and Bunsén burners. The lesson: cook - 
ing is a daily chemistry lesson. 

Scientific principles, however, remain the 
core of the course. The KSTC staff does not 
attempt to compare its six years of science 
with junior-high general science or high- 
school biology, physics or chemistry. But 
much of the material these children study 
4 usually does not appear until higher grades. 
(The static-electricity experiment shown on

pages 26-27 is a case in point.) Says Morris: 
“When our kids start junior-high science, 
they won't know all the answers. But they'll 
certainly meet some old friends.” 

One of the staff's great fears is that the 
school will earn a reputation as a scientific 
assembly line. Recently a Brooklyn father 
wrote that he was selling his business and 
moving to Emporia so his 5-year-old could 
attend Butcher. Dr. King tried to head him 
off. If science was undersold in the past, 
overselling it now, he feels, would only cause 
shortages elsewhere. His teachers have strict 
orders that science must stay in its place.

To some extent, however, the children 
themselves may take care of keeping things in 
perspective. One biology professor had high 
hopes for the lab; his son, a Butcher student, 
seemed blissfully unaware of science and in- 
terested only in Indian lore. : 

The professor was delighted, a few Sat- 
urdays after the lab opened, when the boy 
came home from a tramp to report that he 
had found a salamander that day. His father 
wanted to know more. 

“Oh, he was easy to see,” the boy replied. 
“He was right beside one of the best arrow- 
heads I've ever found.” a
